“The old dime novels in which 
an occasional redskin bit the dust 
were classic literature compared 
to the sadistic drivel pouring from 
the presses today.” 

As an example of the effect of 
lewd literature on young people, 
a case cited by the late Courtney 
Ryley Cooper in his “Designs in 
Searlet”: “A Post Office Inspecter 
was called to a small town in Kan- 
sas to investigate the writing of a 
most obscene letter. He began his 
investigation in the belief that it 
would end with the arrest of some 
aged, degenerate convict; certainly 
no one but a pervert graduate of 
many cell blocks could assemble 
such a wealth of filth. Instead, he 
found the culprit to be a fourteen- 

ear-old girl, an honor student of 
er school class and of good fami- 
ly. Amazed, he asked

“Among these people are men 
and women of science, men and 
women whom we can know to be 
capable and correct in their judg- 
ment. They tell us that the per- 
verse habits of many criminals can 
be traced back to impressions that 
they received in youth from comic 
books which made crime enticing 
and intriguing. Their curiosity to 
see if they could ‘get away with 
it’ spurred them on to crime after 
crime. 

“To bear witness to what they 
tell us are the testimonies of chil- 
dren themselves. The boy who 
jumped from a four-story building 
wanted to fly like Captain Marvel; 
the boy who doused himself with 
kerosene and put a match to him- 
self wanted to be like the Human 
Torch. 

“Some publishers do not realize 
the bad effects their materials 
have upon the minds of youth, or 
they have so great a craving for 
money or lead such morally low 
lives themselves that they do not 
care. A picture of the ‘dumb’ pub- 
lisher was. drawn by a_ psycho- 
therapist when lecturing on the 
evil effects which harmful comic 
books have upon youth. He re- 
lated this incident of a ‘discussion’ 
between a colleague and a well- 
known publisher of trashy comics. 
We shall call the publisher Mr. B 
and the friend of the psycho-thera- 
pist Mr. A. 

“Mr. A: ‘You show in these pic- 
tures (holding up copy of maga- 
zine) the story of a young man 
who kills his father, mother and 
sister, and cuts their heads off and 
places them each on a platter.

In most of the areas first set- 
tled by the Spanish, the native 
peoples had developed their own 
pagan cultures. Catholic mission-

they could, they retained the In- 
dian customs and ceremonies, re- 
directing them to Christian ends. 
Even today in isolated commun- 
ities in the Andes Mountains, the 
— saint of the village may be 
onored by colorfully costumed 
dancers performing under the 
watchful guidance of scarlet dev- 
ils complete with horns and pitch- 
forks. Yet in at least one of those 
annual festivals, all participants 
must have received the Sacra- 
ments of Penance and Holy Eu- 
charist prior to appearing in the 
dance. 

Early Spanish and Portuguese 
missionaries were filled with a 
phenomenal zeal, and the number 
of conversions credited to one 
priest often ran into the thou- 
sands. It is little wonder that six- 
teenth and seventeenth century 
South America produced six can- 
onized saints and three beatified 
men of God! 


Geographic Problems 


But here geography has _pre- 
sented a problem in the matter of 
ministering to the vast numbers 
of the faithful. Lofty mountain 
ranges, higher than any in this 
country; desert regions, which in- 
clude the world’s driest desert; 
tropical jungles; all these have 
caused many areas to be all but 
isolated. Only now has airplane 
travel facilitated the great trans- 
portation problem, and even it 
cannot yet serve small scattered 
settlements. This geographical 
factor, combined with a severe 
shortage of native clergy, has left 
vast areas with little or no spirit- 
ual ministration. Until recently 
one parish priest in Chile was at- 
tempting to serve a parish as 
large as Belgium! | 

The shortage of priests has in 
turn caused a lack of Catholic 
training and a consequent falling- 
off of vocations. Particularly. in 
rural areas in the Andes, there is 
a woeful ignorance of Catholic be- 


mountains. Countless wayside 
shrines, holy statues in niches of 
the houses, miniature shrines 1n 
the front of buses prove that faith 
in the “supernatural is. a living 
thing. Above all, belief in the 
power of intercession of the Bless- 
ed Virgin Mary 1s pronounced 
throughout Latin America. Most 
of the nations south of the bor- 
der are dedicated to Our Lady 
under such designations as “Our 
Lady of Lujan” in Argentina, 
“Our Lady of Copacabana , in 
Bolivia, “Our Lady of Carmel” in 
Chile, “Our Lady of Chiquinquira | 
in Colombia, “Our Lady of Mercy 
in Ecuador, and others. 

Although there is no system of 
parochial schools such as exists 
in this country, private Catholic 
schools and eolleges of high cali- 
ber may be found throughout 
Latin America. The Catholic Unt- 
versity of Chile is one of. recog: 
nized international standing. 

There is a separation of Church 
and State in South America, but 
traditionally great civic events 
and national holidays are marked 
by religious observances. Even 
non-Catholic heads of nations par- 
ticipate in the solemn Te Deum 
which often inaugurates a great 
celebration. Magnificent  cathe-

seekers. His burdens are thus con- 
cretized. 


As the day progresses, we are 
repeatedly reminded of the variety 
and weight of these burdens. 
Some are personal, typified by the 
unreasonable, touchy, domineer- 
ing Mrs. Lincoln. Others are offi- 
cial: the war, exemplified by the 
arrival, from the now hushed 
battlefields, of General Grant; the 
problems of peace and reconstruc- 
tion, as discussed in a cabinet ses- 
sion; the succession to the presi- 
dency, as instanced in the first 
meeting with Andrew Johnson 
since the Vice president disgraced 
himself, a little more than a month 
earlier, by his drunken conduct 
and speech at his inauguration. 

In the minds of many there is 
fear lest the President be assas- 
sinated. Washington,. small and 
primitive by modern standards, is 
exuberantly celebrating vietory. 
But threats to murder Lincoln have 
been frequent (80 notes vowing 
this the President keeps in a 
pigeonhole of his desk); hatred of 
him is fairly common and very 
bitter; an assassin could easily 
move about in Washington; and 
security measures are crude. 

‘Lincoln himself has often dream- 
ed of his death, specifically during 
his second term. He is fatalistic 
about assassination, saying that it 
could readily be perpetrated. This 
very day, as evening comes on, he 
speaks of it: “I believe there are 
men who want to take my life. And 
I have no doubt they will do it.” 
Strangely, too, papers far from 
Washington carry stories, on the 
fourteenth, that the President has 
been killed. 

It is Mrs. Lincoln’s wish that the 
President take a drive with her in 
the late afternoon and go to Ford’s 
Theatre with her at night. He 
wants to do neither. She insists. 
Close associates advise against the 
‘theatre party. He accedes to his 
wife’s demands. The theatre man- 
agement is notified, and in turn 
notifies the public. 

Booth, intent on the murder 
both as a revenge for the Union 
victory and as a means of immor- 
talizing himself, hears the news, 
alerts his peculiar co-conspirators, 
goes to the theatre and, at his leis- 
ure, prepares the presidential box 
for his deed. 

The well known climax is reach- 
ed, and then comes the aftermath: 
the death watch in the house, 
across from the theatre, to which 
the mortally wounded President is 
carried; the frantic initial confu- 
sion, and then the restoration of 
order in the city; the flight of 
Booth; the action to apprehend 
him and those involved with him. 


Well Told Story 


Mr. Bishop has told this absorb- 
ing story superlatively. In the 
main, he has been content to let 
fact speak for itself, keeping com- 
ment to a minimum. He has most 
skillfully shaped the narrative, in- 
cluding every pertinent element, 
causing the myriad parts to mesh 
and move together, and infusing 
the whole with tension and a feel- 
ing of inexorable fate. It is a trib- 
ute to his art that, although one 1s 
fully cognizant of the outcome 
fore reading the opening sentence, 
one is fascinated throughout and 
roused to a peek of excitement 
as the high point approaches.

he is no theatrical figure but the 
authentic Lincoln. Many other 
people are incisively portrayed: 
Mrs. Lincoln, Booth, Stanton, 
Welles, young Dr. Leale. Perhaps 
one here meets John F, Parker 
for the first time, but one will 
never forget him. He was the body- 
guard who accompanied Lincoln to 
the theatre, a man with a long 
record of extreme irresponsibility, 
who left his post outside the box, 
spent the time of the performance 
at a bar, was missing all night, 
turned up in the morning with a 
woman he said he had to arrest, 
and was never chastised for his 
appalling dereliction. 

This excellent book has illustra- 
tions worthy of the text. One’s only 
complaint is that the pictures are 
too few. But isn’t that always the 
case where Lincoln is concerned?

Archbishop Keane 


When Lincoln was assassinated, 
there was in nearby Baltimore, at 
St. Mary’s Seminary, a young man 
a year away from ordination and 
destined for fame not only in the 
Church in America, but in the en- 
tire country and, indeed, the Chris- 
tian world. He was John J. Keane, 
born in County Donegal, Ireland 
in 1839. He is the subject of The 
Life of John J. Keane by Patrick 
Henry Ahern (Bruce. $6.50). 

At his death, in 1918 when he 
was nearing 80, he was living in 
retirement in Dubuque, Iowa. He 
had gone there as archbishop in 
1900, and resigned that See in 1911. 
But the final 18 years had been 
tranquil compared with what had 
passed before. 

As a young priest, he had been 
a busy assistant at St. Patrick’s, 
Washington, quickly making a 
reputation for his organizing abil- 
ity in good causes and his powers 
of thought and utterance. Twelve 
years after ordination, he became 
fifth Bishop of Richmond, Vir- 
ginia. He was active in advocating 
and preparing the way for the 
Catholic University of America, 
and in 1877 was appointed its first 
rector. 

In that position he had troubles 
by the battalion. Some of them 
were within the university itself, 
others sprang from his identifica- 
tion with Cardinal Gibbons, Arch- 
bishop Ireland, and Monsignor 
Denis J. O’Connell in the leader- 
ship of the so-called liberal forces 
in the American Catholic body. 
In combination, these troubles 
brought about his removal from 
the rectorship in 1896. He then 
went to live in Rome, until his re- 
turn to the American scene as head 
of the Dubuque archdiocese. | 

Archbishop Keane’s is a signifi- 
eant and consequential name in 
American Church history. Readers 
of Dr. Ellis’ life of Gibbons, Mon- 
signor Moynihan’s life of Ireland,

I suggest that the latter look 
into Pray for a Brave Heart by 
Helen MacInnes (Harcourt, Brace: 
$3.75). It is a humdinger. Miss 
MacInnes gave us a memorable ex- 
ample of the genre in Above Sus- 
picion quite a few years back. 
Since then she has produced noth- 
ing comparable. But her latest is 
right on the mark she first hit. 


It has to do with the quiet Swiss 
village of Falken, which has be- 
come a center of international in- 
trigue. For two reasons. First, the 
fabulous Herz diamonds are hid- 
den there. Secondly, in Falken 
famous escapees from behind the 
Iron Curtain are started on their 
way to America. All sorts of 
people are after the diamonds, and 
the Red secret police is intent on 
smashing the committee which so 
effectively gets people out of 
bondage and into the free world. 


Mystery and suspense are sus- 
tained throughout the book, which 
tingles like a taut, charged wire. 
Moreover, the depiction of Com- 
munist methods, 
and sympathizers is by no means 
fictional.

Q. 1am a Catholic and a junior 
in a public high school. My 
Protestant friends tell me that 
the Catholic Church has too many 
rules, and only certain people 
can get into it. They say their 
church is “wide open” and any- 
one can join, no matter how 
much he has sinned or how he 
has sinned. They also say their 
church never “throws anyone 
out” like the Catholic Church is 
always doing. What about this?

Soften the cream cheese in a mix- 
ing bowl about ten minutes then 
cream with spoon; add sugar, salt 
and almond extract and mix well.

Take out a little of the 
mixture for garnish, then add the 
cherries and coconut. Spread as 
directed. 


Valentine Cheese Cake 


Men like cheese cake. This one 
has all the good flavor men like 
in cheese cake and is decorative 
enough to appeal to the women in 
the party. Make it in a heart- 
shaped mold if you have one. If 
not, make it in a square pan and 
arrange raspberries in the shape 
of a heart on top of cake. 

15 Lorna Doone Shortbread; 1 
6-ounce package cream. cheese; 
% cup cottage cheese; % cup 
sugar; 2 tablespoons flour; %4 tea- 
spoon salt; 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice; % teaspoon grated lemon 
rind; %4 cup heavy eream; 3 eggs. 

Grease and line a heart-shaped 
pan with wax paper. Stand the 
shortbread around the sides of 
the pan. Combine sugar, flour and 
salt; mix into the cheeses which 
have previously been mixed to- 
gether. Blend in lemon juice rind 
and cream. Beat in eggs, one at a 
time; mix well. Pour into cookie- 
lined pan. Bake in moderately 
slow oven’ 325°F. 1 hour and 10 
minutes. Cool slowly; remove from 
pan. Top with a raspberry glaze 
made by draining 1 package frozen 
raspberries, saving juice. Then 
combine 2 teaspoons cornstarch 
and 1 tablespoon sugar; blend with 
juice. Cook, stirring constantly, 
until mixture thickens and boils 3 
minutes; cool. Spoon — drained 
raspberries over cheese cake; care- 
fully pour glaze over the rasp- 
berries. 


Cranberry Chiffon Pie 


Use either 1 8-inch pie shell or 
individual tarts for this good 
chiffon dessert. 

1 8-inch pie shell, baked; 1 table- 
spoon unflavored gelatin; % cup 
cold water; 1% cups cranberries, 
fresh or frozen; 1 cup water; 1 cup 
sugar; dash salt, grated rind of 1 
lemon; juice of 1 lemon; 1 egg 
white, stiffly beaten; 42 cup whip- 
ping cream, whipped. 

Soften gelatin in the % cup 
water. Cook cranberries and the 1 
cup water over medium heat until 
berries are soft, about 10 minutes.

Two True Lovers 


Why Valentine Dey? 


M. D. AMATOR 


EBRUARY 14 is quite universal- 

ly .known as Valentine Day, 
particularly among the younger 
members of the population. What 
frequently is not known is the fact 
that February 14 is the day in 
which the Church celebrates the 


Valentine. 


In fact February 14 is the feast 
of two saints named Valentine, 
both of whom were martyrs during 
the persecution under Emperor 
Claudius II in the latter part of 
the third century. 


The first St. Valentine was a 
priest in Rome who, when arrested, 
appeared before the Emperor and 
openly professed his faith. Upon 
denouncing the Roman _ gods, 
Jupiter and Mercury, Valentine 
was committed to the magistrate 
Asterius. In a short time Valentine 
cured the blind adopted daughter 
of Asterius, at which miracle he 
and his entire family were con- 
verted to the True Faith. 


No sooner had, the Emperor 
learned of this than he ordered 
Valentine to be beaten and be- 
headed in the Flaminian Way. 
Pope Julius I built a church in 
honor of this martyr during the 
fourth century; and in the seventh 
century Pope Honorius I restored 
it and made it a popular place of 
pilgrimage. However, centuries 
later, the remains of St. Valentine 
were removed to the Church of St. 
Praxedes, where they remain at 
present. 


The story of the other St. 
Valentine whose feast is kept on 
the same day is quite similar. He 
was a bishop of Terni in Umbria 
about the year 223. As his virtuous 
life and his miracles became 
known, a Roman _ philosopher 
named Crato, begged him to come 
and cure his son. The bishop went 
to Rome and cured the boy; upon 
which miracle the father and his 
entire family became converted to 
Christianity. Several others also 
renounced the false gods to em- 


brace Christianity. No sooner had || 


the prefect learned what had 
happened than he ordered the 
Bishop beheaded. His remains were 
taken back to his See city of Terni, 
where he is still honored as patron 
of that city. 


Several origins are given of the 


present custom of sending Valen- 
tines on this day. Some say that 
the custom has no connection with 
the saints. However, during medie- 
val days it was believed that the 
birds began to mate on February 
14 and thus arose the custom. 
Others link the custom to the 
heathen practice of boys drawing 
girls’ names in honor of their god- 
dess Februata Juno on the fifteenth 
of this month. In order to abolish 
this evil practice, it is said, that 
several zealous pastors substituted 
the names of Saints which the 
children gave to each other on this 
day. In recent years a practice has 
sprung up in many places whereby 
children make valentines showing 
the Sacred Hearts of Jesus and 
Mary. Each is carefully made and 
surrounded by an _ appropriate 
verse wishing a friend the Imma- 
culate love of the Sweet Heart of 
Mary and the Divine Love of the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus. This can be 
something grand, beautiful and 
sublime. 


Whatever the custom may be in 
your own particular locality, the 
Church would warn parents to be 
on their guard that their children 
do not. make use of lewd, immodest 
and pornographic cards on this day. 
Tell your children the story of the 
holy martyr of Christ after whom 
valentines are named, and they 
will readily understand that the 
saint in heaven today would not 
be pleased if their actions and 
card exchange contained offenses 
against God.

The immediate topic of dis- 
yssion was a proposed new ad- 
ertising code for the Catholic 
press: but the whole question 
»f advertising has been the sub- 
ect of much soul-searching for 
any years. You would be as- 
onished at the problems of con- 
‘cience that can arise over the 
weceptance or rejection of a 
iece of advertising copy. 

On the one hand, the publica- 
ion needs money if it is to 
each readers and serve them. 
nthe other hand, some adver- 
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questions as 


tising tends to degrade the 
Catholic religion, or the Cath- 
olic press, or the minds of read- 
ers who are influenced by it. 
Decisions must be made daily 
or weekly; and the purpose of 
the advertising code is to provide 


principles: which will guide those 
decisions aright. 


In another room at the same 
convention, or another convention, 
you might find six or eight men 
devoting hours—as much as ten or 
12 hours in one day—to a study 
of the problem of persuading big 
advertisers that the Catholic press 
is a medium they ought to be 
using. : 

Big advertisers are just begin- 
ning to discover the Catholic press. 
They are learning to their amaze- 
ment that publications which had 
four or five thousand circulation 
not many years ago now count 
their readers in the hundreds of 
thousands. But that fact must be 
conveyed to the advertisers; and 
your six or eight earnest men are 
studying the problem of getting 
the message before them. 

At still other meetings, you will 
find groups of Catholic editors and 
their assistants probing into such 
headline writing, 
makeup, layout, handling of photo- 
graphs and art work, distribution, 
circulation promotion, expert 
newswriting, feature stories—ev- 
erything related to the skills and 
techniques which go into produc- 
ing a publication that will attract 
and hold readers. 

Catholic editors are well aware 
that there is not much use in pro- 
ducing a publication if its message 
does not reach and influence read- 
ers. Therefore ‘they are keenly 
irterested in everything that will 
make their newspapers or maga- 
zines more readable. 

At their conventions, they listen 
to talks by experts not only in 
their own ranks, but in the ranks 
of “secular” newspaper and maga- 
zine men. They get together: for 
round-table discussions, for panels, 
for workshops,

All the time, of course, they 
are getting to know one another 
and to become fast friends—which 
in itself is no small good for the 
Catholic press and for the Church 
and its people in the United States, 
in Canada, and even in Central 
and South America. . 

_ The Catholic press throughout 
the western hemisphere is collab- 


orating more and more closely all} 


the time. The shrinking of dis- 
tances brought about by .modern 


communication and transportation 
affects Catholic publications as it 
does others. 


The news service of the Nation- 
al Catholic Welfare Conference to- 
day serves not only publications in 
America and Canada, but also in 
Latin America. The benefit is 
mutual; Latin American coverage 
in the Catholic press of the U/S. 
and Canada improves right along. 


The NCWC News Service has its 
correspondents and contacts also 
in Europe and Asia, even behind 
the iron and bamboo curtains. 
There can hardly be any question 
that had the general press covered 
the activities of Communists as 
thoroughly as did the’ Catholic 
press in the past ten years, com- 
munism would not have made the 
advances it has made. The Cath- 
olic press need not apologize for 
its part in alerting mankind to the 
deadly menace that hung over it. 

What about the small group of 
men meeting twice a year under 
auspices of Marquette University’s 
Institute of the Catholic Press? 
This group does not overlook tech- 
niques in its discussions, but its 
principal activity so far has been 
to develop, under the guidance of 
Marquette Journalism Dean Jerry 
O’Sullivan and Prof. David Host, 
a true philosophy of journalism. 

Without a true philosophy of 
journalism, a journalist cannot 
really know what he is doing. 
What is the purpose of journal- 
ism? To make money? No -such 
answer can Satisfy the Catholie 
editor, who knows from his cate- 
ehism the purpose of life — to 
know, love and serve God and 
fellowmen, whether or not money 
is made. 

At the Catholic Institute of the 
Press seminars, editors delve into 
all the implications of their basic 
definition of the purpose of jour- 
nalism. That basic definition is 
simply this: the purpose of jour- 
nalism is to provide information, 
inspiration, interpretation and 
guidance needed by readers in or- 
der to lead good lives. Good spiri- 
tual lives? Certainly — but also 
good physical lives, good lives as 
citizens, as fathers and mothers, 


‘|as workers and lawyers and physi- 


cians—good lives in every aspect 
of life. :

An instance of Monsignor 
Ryan’s influence, he said, was a 
pamphlet on social reconstruc- 
tion issued by the Bishops of 
the administrative committee in 
1919. It presented a detailed set 
of principles and suggestions on 
such subjects as the need for a 
minimum wage, unemployment, 
sickness and old age insurance, 
legal enforcement of the right of 
labor to organize, and the need 
for a public housing program. 

Father Ellis: said that “these 
matters are today so much a com- 
monplace in American life that 
it is difficult to comprehend the 
reaction which this document 
aroused.”

Ex-Filipino Who

UMW Asks United 
Front Against 
Anti-Union Laws 


Washington —(NC)— The Unit- 
ed Mine Workers asserted that 
this year’s drive on State -Legis- 
latures for passage of so-called 
Right-to-Work laws ‘will require 
the utmost effort on the part of 
every union in the country -to 
withstand this vicious attempt to 
destroy the labor movement.” 

IN A STATEMENT sent to all 
district and local officers and re- 
printed in the Union’s bi-weekly 
United Mine Workers Journal, the 
UMW compared the legislation to 
the provision of the Soviet consti- 
tution which provides that “citi- 
zens of the U.S.S.R. have the right 
to work.” 


It said that “these ‘right-to- 
work’ laws and proposals breed 
anti-unionism, create dissension 
between employer and employee 
and seek to give unjust prefer- 
ence under these laws to ‘he 
non-unionist.” In this connec- 
tion it recalled that Father Jer- 
ome L. Toner, O.S.B., of St. Mar- 
tin’s College, Lacey, Wash. — 
whom it called “a great student 
of labor relations—had charac- 
terized the non-unionist as one 
who seeks to reap what he has 
not sown, who wishes to enjoy 
benefits without burdens, pro- 
tection without taxation, securi- 
ty without sacrifice and rights 
without risks.”

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The booklet, in the opinion of 
many, marks the start of a cam- 
aign to put all children in pub- 
ic schools. Its sponsorship gives 
it weight. It was issued by the 
Educational Policies Commission, 
which is sponsored jointly by 
The National Education Asso- 
ciation and The American Asso- 
ciation of School Administrators. 


Msgr. Henry C. Bezou, Superin- 
tendent of Schools of the Archdio- 
cese of New Orleans, saw both an 
omission and a fallacy in the book- 
let. He said it ignored the con- 
tribution of non-public schools to 
contemporary America, and it gave 
the idea that schools—public or 
non-publie—can stand for the 
whole educational process. 

Asserting that the fallacy is 
“less pardonable” than the omis- 
sion, “because it is a premise that 
has been too often refuted,” Mon- 
signor Bezou pointed out, that “in 
every century and in every coun- 
try there are many other forces at 
work, besides schools, which shape 
men’s lives and make the. nation 
great.” 

“If schools in general and public 
schools in particular are the ‘be 
all and end all’ of education—as 
the monograph seems to imply,” 
Monsignor Bezou continued, “they 
must be ready to accept the blame 
for the failures of a people as well 
as the praise for the greatness of 
a nation.” : 

The Monsignor noted that Amer- 
leans are today alarmed over 
broken homes, juvenile delinquency 
and a number of other sad condl- 
tions. “No student of American 
culture, he said, “would want to 
place all the blame for these and 
other unfavorable conditions on 
American education alone. But, 
then,.no one should be so naive as 
to attribute all that we experience 
of the good life to public education 
alone as promoted by the state 
schools.” 

William H. Conley says the book- 
let “sets forth clearly the party 
line of a small, but aggressive, 
group of public school expansion- 
ists.” 

“It is a matter of regret to those 
of us who have served in both 
private and public schools,” says 
Dr. Conley, who is educational as- 
sistant to the president of Mar. 
quette University. He sees three 
fallacies in the proposal. 

First, “the failure to consider 
the primary right of the family to 
educate its children” (a right the 
U.S. Supreme Court recognized in 
the Oregon School Case). 

Second, it confuses “propaganda, 
or something closely akin to it, 
with education.” “If education is 
concerned with the total develop- 
ment of the individual to the maxi- 
mum of his capacity—intellectual, 
moral; and physical—with the com- 
munication of knowledge, and 
with the discovery of truth, how 
can one conclude that ‘a particular 
kind of education must be design- 
ed to support a particular way of 
life?’”’ Dr. Conley asked. “Is this 
designing of education not danger- 
ously close to statism?” 

Third, it confuses “unity and uni 
formity.” “It is contrary to the 
philosophy underlying our funda- 
mental law to require Americans 
to attend the same church, to read 
the same newspapers and books, to 
attend the same common schools,” 


Dr. Conley points out. 
Father William Caen Ryan, 
president of Seton Hill College,
